] joined the Bar Hill Parish Council 
some ten years ago after the original 
Tesco development plan was submit- 
ted. At that time there was no, or very 
little, communication with the Village 
regarding the original plans. 

My main objectives in joining the 
Parish Council were to ensure that: 

a) revised plans for the develop- 
ment were submitted; 

b) the best deal possible for the vil- 
lage was achieved; 

c) communications between the 
Parish Council and Residents were im- 
proved. 

As part of the Parish Council negoti- 
ating team, I believe that I contributed 
to achieving an excellent financial deal 
with Tesco. £1,300,000 is a lot of 
money and will be used wisely for the 
benefit of the Village. 

Better plans were produced which 
96% of the Village accepted and com- 
munications with residents have been 
greatly improved. 

The Parish Council has, as you know, 
been organised into two Committees, 
Planning and Environment, with their 
own areas of responsibility clearly de- 
fined. 

I would like to pay tribute to my col- 
leagues who have worked so hard on 
our behalf, especially Bob Sadler, 
Chairman for two years, seeing through 
the difficult times with Tesco and the 
Parish Council reorganisation. 

Sue Jenkins, who has overseen ma- 
jor improvements to the Village play 
equipment giving her time to environ- 
ment and planning issues and helping in 
many areas of Parish Council business 
— now Chair of the Planning Commit- 
tee. 
Paul Lloyd as Chair of the Environ- 


ment Committee spending most of his 
free time trying to ensure contractors 
fulfill their obligations with regard to 
grass cutting, tree & shrub maintenance 
and general care of our open areas. 

Margaret Sellars as past Chair of the 
Planning Committee guiding us on dif- 
ferent decisions on planning issues, vis- 
iting applicants and objectors to plans 
and smoothing problems where appro- 
priate - now Chair of the Full Council. 

I would like to pay tribute to Lesley 
Sadler, our Parish Clerk, who has 
brought the Council administration into 
the 21" Century with modern office 
equipment and information storage and 
retrieval systems. Her dedication to the 
Village is outstanding. 

I have seen our Parish Council rise 
from being a mediocre reactive Coun- 
cil to a well organised proactive Coun- 
cil working for the Village. A Parish 
Council which deserves all ofour sup- 
port and encouragement. 

Alas the time has come for me to re- 
sign my role as Parish Councillor hav- 
ing enjoyed many years of, where pos- 
sible, helping to make improvements. 
My other commitments have grown to 
such an extent that I no longer feel able 
to continue as a Parish Councillor, giv- 
ing the time that such a position requires. 

There may be some co-options onto 
the Parish Council in the near future, so 
those who have felt the need to com- 
plain may like to put their names for- 
ward for co-option and make your own 
contribution. 

May I wish our Parish Council con- 
tinued success witha difficult and some- 
times thankless job.

We have written to Tesco Stores let- 
ting them know of our displeasure at 
their lack ofsupport when Punch Re- 
tail reported the change of use froma 
family pub to a Mr Q’s, (mainly aimed 
at 18-30 age group). Tesco have said 
it was “out of their hands and there is 
nothing they can do about it”. 

In the meantime, due to the concern 
expressed by the Parish Council and 
Cambridge Constabulary Punch Retail 
have informed us that the new public 
house will become a BSP (Big Steak 
Pub) and not a Mr Q’s as they first 
specified. I am still awaiting further in- 
formation of what this entails and will 
update you in the next issue of the Bar 
Hill News.

Once again it’s a clear case of profit 
before people, and as the ‘big men’ in 
suits and briefcases ‘distance’ them- 
selves from the real needs of Mr. and 
Mrs. average (and sanity). I feel the next 
few decades will be full of many large 
scale demonstrations against the big busi- 
ness that seem hell bent on building roads 
through forests and the like. 

1 know the Tesco monster is certainly 
no ‘Newbury by-pass’, but suppose 
some large company wanted to build a 
road through the Nature Reserve in Bar 
Hill - would the Mr. Ryans of this world 
give in ? If the answer is yes, then we 
surely have lost sight of what life is all 
about and of what is really important to 
us all, old and young alike.

Everyone else I have 
spoken to, was horrified 
and disgusted when I 
heard that the Sunshine 
Pre-School had been 
broken into, and that items had been 
stolen and damaged. A lot of people 
put in a great deal of hard work into 
this enterprise and did not deserve this 
treatment. The type of person who car- 
ries out this kind of mindless damage 
would do well to stop and think how 
they would feel ifsomeone were to treat 
their own property in a similar way. 

I have been asked to request that 
parents should dissuade their children, 
particularly the older ones, from kick- 
ing balls around in built up areas. This 
is causing a problem in several parts of 
the Village and both cars and property 
are being damaged. There are fears that, 
as the children are now on their sum- 
mer holidays, this problem may get out 
of hand. One thing that Bar Hill can be 
grateful for is the fact that we have a 
large village common, where children 
can play, and which is well away from 
traffic. There are also plenty of smaller 
green areas around the village where the 
younger children can safely play. 

Bar Hill was built with a network of 
back paths, with children very much in 
mind, and to enable them to walk safely 
at all times. The fact that there are no 
pavements in front of the houses means 
that children are in considerable dan- 
ger if they are allowed to play on the 
road. However carefully a person may 
be driving, should a child dart out into 
the road and under their wheels, the 
consequences could well be totally dev- 
astating for everyone concerned.

However, hopefully, we shall have some 
warm sunny weather later on. Remem- 
ber ifburglars really want to get into a 
property it is amazing how small an 
opening they can get through.

A Short History of 


Bar Hill (Part 2) 


Roger Hall 

1972 proved a watershed for Bar Hill. 
The developers entered into negotiations 
with a well-known superstore with the 
intention of bringing out-of-town shop- 
ping to the village. Although a Residents’ 
Association survey had indicated that the 
proportions in favour and against a 
superstore were evenly balanced, 85% 
opposed its siting in the centre of the vil- 
lage. The superstore which eventually 
came to Bar Hill village centre was 
Tesco which opened its doors on Tues- 
day, June 28th 1977. As well as selling 
the central area of the village to Tesco,

the developers handed over almost all the 
communal and developed areas of the 
village (about 120 acres) to the Parish 
Council together with an endowment of 
£50,000 with which to build the village 
hall. The Village Trust was thus dis- 
solved, its functions and responsibilities 
taken over by the Council. 

In 1965, the Cambridge and Histon 
Council of Churches decided that a new 
inter-denominational church should be 
situated in the new village of Bar Hill. 
Under the guidance of the Rev. Bill King, 
a minister in the Congregational Church 
and one of the early inhabitants of the 
village, and the Rev. Hugo de Waal (now 
the Bishop of Thetford) Priest in Charge 
of Dry Drayton, a church first met in 
members’ houses, then in a builder’s hut, 


orry ! 


and, as numbers grew, in the school. The 
vision of a multi-purpose Church Centre 
was realised on October Sth 1972. It was 
designed that it should be a focus for vil- 
lage activities not specifically associated 
with the church. 

In the summer of 1973, a block of 28 
flats built for the Hanover Housing As- 
sociation for retired people was opened. 
This partly redressed the situation in that 
the majority of the population was under 
40. Even so, in 1975, out ofa population 
of 1,673 occupying 599 houses, 62% was 
aged between 18 and 60. At the same 
time, adjacent to the flats, the Health 
Centre was opened providing primary 
health care for Bar Hill and the surround- 
ing villages. .
